Worn by long waiting the governor 


went to bed without waiting to be 
t.old the news. "The governor knew 
pretty well what would

suit" was the only word from the 
executive mansion. 
The governor had left orders that 
he was not to be disturbed under any 
circumstances.

Towne, testified,

He said

nied that the Tariff Commission Asso- 
ciation tried to put men on the tariff 
board.

Topics, .he disagrees .radically with, 
those who talk of "the .enormous 
sums wasted on automobiles that 
might better be invested in stocks 
and 
securities"—"-that is, he makes 


this statement with reference to farm- 
ers. 
He believes that in Nebraska 


and other portions of the wheat belt, 
farmers as a, rule can well afford to 
buy 
automobiles If 
they wish to. 


While an investment estimated 
at 


$20,000,000 in a single state of the 
Union may be startling, be is . far 
from believing the farmers of Nebras-. 
ka have gone on "an automobile de- 
bauch." He believes they "are much, 
better able to pay for their cars, than 
people in towns and cities." Within 
the last ten years, they have become 
independent, in their financial affairs, 
and in buying cars have incurred very 
little indebtedness. They have seldom 
bought high-.priced cars merely for 
pleasure, but cars of medium or low 
prices, and have consulted strength, 
durability, and the price they could 
afford. Already the car has done more 
to make farm life attractive than, all 
the remedies proposed by students of 
social and political economy.

FEAR THAT DRAINING 


WILL AFFECT POWER 


Reclamation of Horicon Marshes Not 


Favorably Regarded by Owners 


of Water Power Plants. 


Thai the drainage of the Horicon 
marshes, in which 
the Rock 
river 
has its source, will have an injurious 
effect on the water 
powers on that 
stream, is the belief 
o£ local power 
men. 
The railway 
commission, 
on 
the application of the 
governor, re- 
cently made 
an 
investigation 
and 
gave as their opinion that the drain- 
ing of the marsh 
would be 
an im- 
provement and there is great proba- 
bility that the project 
will be car- 
ried out. Waterpower men say that 
deepening of the Rock river at that 
point and the 
excavation of 
seven- 
teen miles of ditches with their later- 
als will result in making the flow o£ 
the stream much less constant than 
at present. 
In 
the spring, and fol- 


lowing periods of heavy rainfall, the 
stream will be 
swollen to unusual 
proportions and then recede to low 
water very 
rapidly. There are 40,- 


000 acres of land in the marsh, one 
of the largest in the 
state, 
and H 
acts as a govrenor of the flow of the 
Rock river. The water from it passed 
out gradually, whereas if dran.eci the 
marsh will no longer have this salu- 
tary effect on 
the 
stream. 
If 
the 


contemplated improvement of the riv- 
er is voted by congress the govern- 
ment may have 
something 
t.o say 
about the 
proposed 
drainage 
for 
some means of 
insuring a 
steady 


flow of water might be found neces- 
sary.

ROOT ROT APPEARS 


IN TOBACCO FIELDS 


Growers Are Alarmed at Prevalency 
Of Disease Which Stunts 
Growing Crop.

Madison, Wis., Aug. 13.—Farmers in 
the tobacco sections of Wisconsin, are 
alarmed over the appearance in their 
fields of the "root rot" which in many 
Instances is prevalent to such an ex- 
tent that prospects of large profits 
have vanished. The damage has been 
particularly noticeable 'in the tobacco 
fields of Dane county, the leading to- 
bacco district in the state. 
Plants 
which should now be in full vigor of 
leaf development appear yellowish ane 
stunted, and are 
blossoming 
prema- 
turely. 


Experts of the. college of agriculture 
are advising growers' to cease plant- 
Ing fungus-infected fields to tobacco 
next year. The expenment station is 
working on the problem, with 
the 


object of developing a disease-resist- 
ing strain.

cupfuls shredded codfish, 1 tablespoon- 
ful crisco nieled, 1-8 teaspoonful pep- 
per, 1 egg. 


Put,-codfish in wire strainer, ...let 
cold water run through and squeeze 
dry. Mix the hot unseasoned potatoes 
with codfish. 
To this add the melted 
crisco, beaten egg and pepper.

Currant Tea Ring. 
Two cakes Fleischmann's yeast, 1 
cup milk, scalded and cooled, 1 cup 
lukewarm 
water,

tablespoonftil 
sugar, 5 table'spoonfuls crisco, 1-2 cup 
sugar, 7 cups sifted flour, 3 eggs, 1-2 
teaspoonful salt, 1-2 teaspoonful mace. 


Dissolve yeast and one tablespoonful 


sugar in lukewarm liquid. Add three 
cups o£ flour and beat until smooth.

thoroughly
